PINGKEE'S PLAN. 


How He Proposes to T.ix the Railroads 
of the State. 


Detroit, March 12.—<'f)1onel Atkin­ 
son, who will manage tlio campaign for 
the Pingree bill to Increase the taxes 
upon railroads, todaj gave out a state­ 
ment concerning the profiosed measure. 


Mr. Atkinson says: **lf the railroads 
should be found to be worth as much 
as their paid up capital—$400,000,000— 
the rate of 2i per cent will be about 
$10,000,000. 
But it tticy are 
found 
worth less than this amount the tax 
will be reduced 
accordingly. 
It is 
generally 
understood 
that property 
upon the assessment rolls is taxed at 
about half its actual valuation. 
Under 
the proposed bill the stale board ap­ 
pointed would probably try to make 
valuation of railroad property conform 
as nearly as 
possible to 
the 
rule 
adopted as to other property. 
It is im­ 
possible to say what the taxes will 
amount to in advance of the assessment. 


“The bill introduced last, winter was 
known as a local tax bill and provided 
for an assessment by the supervisors 
and assessors. 
Upon a more careful ex­ 
amination of the subject it has been 
thought a state board, having a more 
general and comprehensive view of the 
subjei;t. will be better able to place a 
just valuation upon all railroad prop­ 
erty. 


‘•The bill If passed will be of inesti­ 
mable value to many of the poorer 
districts. 
There are many localities 
where, although the taxes are heavy, 
they are unable to maintain schools 
more than fimr montln in a year. 
If 
the railroads and otlier corporations 
are niade to p:iy t heir share, these lo­ 
calities will be eualded to have schools 
tut* whole year, as in ihe more popu­ 
lous sections. 


‘•L'nder the present law the railroads 
are always a year behind in their 
taxes. 
I’nder the proposed bill it is 
intended lo have iheir property jis- 
si's-ed in July and make their taxes for 
lS!i!S become payable the same as the 
otfwr tux p‘t''ers.

Sonne Doubt Whether Party Will 
Be Able to Ascend the 
Copper River. 


Valdes Pass, Alaska, Feb. 25.—We 
are still on the Pacific Ocean. W e left 
M ary’s Island and had a very nice run 
until a blinding snow storm set in and 
the pilot began to look for a safe place 
to anchor for the night. 
W e had a 
very narrow escape from a rock which 
grazed the side of the boat, and had 
gone only a few feet farther when we 
ran the prow of the boat on the rocks 
of an Island. 
W e could almost jump 
from the boat to land. 
W e could not 
get olT until the tide raised. 
W e w’ere 
getting short of water and ran about 50 
miles out of the way to Wrangel, but 
could get no 
water there. 
Thirty- 
seven of the passengers were rowed 
ashore by three of the sailors. 
W e 
paid 50 cents for the round trip. It was 
a stormy night, out w'e took 
in the 
town. 
There were two stores, general 
stocks, live saloons 
and 
gambling 
dens, one drug store, small stock, post 
oltice and several tents, in which the 
stock consisted of cigars, tobacco and 
confec ionery. 
It was only a small 
town of perhaps 400 inhabitants. 


We sailed from there early the next 
morning for Juneau and arrived there 
Wednesday morning. 
Nearly all the 
paissengers went ashore. 
We made a 
rush for a store but could find only one 
open, which was run by a Jew. 
We 
nearly bought him out. 
The party left 
nearly $1,000 with him. 
We sailed 
from there straight out towards the 
ocean and saw the mountain in the dis­ 
tance, 
w'here the Chiikoot pass is lo­ 
cated but were 70 miles from there and 
was not able to distinguish the pass. 


When wo reached the oi)en ocean we 
experienced some rough sea. 
The boat 
rocked frightfully, so hard that we 
were forced to hang to our bunks to 
keep from rolling out on the iloor and 
were not able to sleep until nearly 
morning, when It became unjre calm. 
W e saw a herd of seal this morning. 
They were about 4UU feet from the 
boat. 
We have seen tliuusands of por­ 
poises, and run through a school of 
them nearly every hour. 
They race 
with the boat and c(nne *so close that 
they can be seen under water as they 
skim along. 
The large ones that we 
see are about six feet long. 
They have 
long greyish »tripes on their back. 


We arrived at Orca this afternoon 
where we left two parties, one of them 
consisting of four men from Grand Kap- 
ids. 
Michigan, 
my Michigan, 
how 
dear the name sounds away out here, 
four thousand miles from home. 
One 
of the party was ClilTord Shaw, a very 
nice fellow. 
He asked me if I was ac­ 
quainted with Lewis iBgleman of Ben­ 
ton Harbor. 
W e gave three rousing 
cheers when we left taem They had 
eight dotrs. 
Seven of them stood the 
trip very nicely, the other I think will 
die, poor follow. 


We have a Bull'alo, N. Y., party 
who are very nice fellows. 
One is a 
Dr. Call who sleeps in the berth above 
me. 
I think we will go in with them 
if the remainder of the party arrives 
here in lime.

posed. 
The forward turret, mounting 
two large ffuns. was blown clear off the 
hull into the water on the starboard. 
We shall continue our work and try to 
examine the hull forward down to the 
keel. It Is probable th a t we may pro­ 
pose to the American authorities to 
raise the hull by means of the floating 
dock, brought from England and now in 
H avana harnor.” 


“Wo cannot bellev^' there was an ex­ 
ternal explosion of a ^ r p e d o for the fol­ 
lowing reasons: A torpedo m ust have 
thrown a largo mass of w ater Into the 
Bir if exploded at a depth of only tv>-en- 
ty-flve feet or so. or at least have pro­ 
duced a wave reaching the other ships 
and the shore of the harbor. 
We have 
examined every one on shipboard or 
shore who saw the explosion, but no 
one can be found who remarked any 
upheaval of the w ater or a big wave. 
A torpedo explosion always kills fish 
in the vicinity. 
N(^ fish were killed by 
the Maine disaster, as fishermen who 
have known the harbor for matiy years 
testify. To produce the effects noted in 
the wreck a torpedo would have to be 
of enormous size, fully 150 or 200 kilos. 


“T am. therefore, of the opinion that 
the explosion occurred within tho ship. 
I know and respect Captain Sigsbee. 
and I believe the American regulations 
affecting naval conduct, which I have 
read and found admirable, were cai-e- 
fully observed. F.ut some things which 
cannot be foreseen are bound to happen 
In any navy. I have been reading of the 
explosiim on the English ship Doterel, 
which the English believe was caused 
by chemical combustion 
in th# paint 
Used for quick drying. I havo also read 
an English account of shells that were 
found burst open becaus»' of hardening 
point.> that split nnd produce heat, thusi 
flashing the powder in the interior of 
the «hell. . 


“As T have said, I do not believe there 
was any carelessness on the part of the 
ofllcers of the Maine. I "tio believe there 
W’as an accident which could not possi­ 
bly have been foreseen. 
Such Is my 
judgm ent at present, with the facts 
that are In possesshm of the court. When 
our court of inquiry finally decides its 
Judgment will be in accordance with 
the best evidence that can be procured. 
We are having plans, diagrams 
and 
drawings of the wreck made as fast as 
the divers are able to give us definite 
information.” 


Captain Peral was most courteous 
during the entire interview. 
He illus­ 
trated some of the points he made by 
sketches on the desk before him.
